Some of these strikes, such as the coal’ miners’ 
strike, the dock workers’ strike, the railroad strike, 
and the’ steel strike, affected more or less directly 
every inhabitant of the country; and thus all of the 
i people, numbering something more than 100,000,000, 
were put to inconvenience, expenge, and sometimes 
exposed to peril because 4 per cent of the total was 
not satisfied with its wages or working conditions 
‘and knew no other way—or, at any rate, refused to 
recognize any other way—to better the situation than 
strike. 
This is a condition that is a credit neither to our 
business management nor our public administration. 
It is in effect @ sacrifice of the interests -f the many 
to the interests of. the few, when there ould be 
a sacrifice of neither. There are, of course, always 
the ufireasonable malcontents who will not be satis- 
fied with any arrangement, but for the most part 
Americans prefer peace and a steady job to the 
artificially created indu 
are so frequently made victims. It is useless to 
hope that all men will be able to agree all the time, 
but it is wholly possible for them to adjudicate their 
differences without resort to the medieval custom 
of using force—and the strike or the lockout is force.

RUNS RUSSIAN RAILWAYS 


In a article written in Viadivostek and pub- 


correspondent, gives “a working picture of bolshe-

delions. Lawns and parks 
flecked with this weed, 
many cases lawns have been co 
ly ruined. 
The dandelion may be killed out by 
spraying with iron sulphate solution, 


mnted by digging and reseeding. Dan- 
delions often get a new start in the 
lawn from seed that come from adja- 
eent grounds, and occasionally plants 
survive the spraying. They should be 


ing gasoline, kerosene, or dry iron sul- 
phate to the individual! plants. 

Much can be done toward keeping 
the weeds in check by inowing the 
lawn frequently, reseeding the bare 
spots, and using fertilizers. Any neg- 
lect in watering the lawn favors the 
dandelion. 

The fight against dandelions and 
other weeds should be started when 
the lawn is first made. In making the 
new lawn care should be taken to get 
'a thick, thrifty gtowth of grass the 
first season. The care given the lawn 
after it’is once established serves as 
_@ protection against the dandelion. 

Time is wasted in digging up dande- 
lions unless the entire root is removed.

The United States department of 
agriculture has but recently sent out 
warning against the buying of expen- 
sive equipments for drying vegetables. 
Farmers’ bulletin 841, to be had free, 
tells in its twenty-nine pages not only 
Row to make your own drying. equip- 
ment, but also how to cook your dried 
products. Its title is “Drying Fruits 
and Vegetables in the Home.” 

Department circular 3 of the United 
States department of agriculture, with 
the title “Drying Fruits and Vege- 
tables for Home Use,” by ts P. 
Lund, is even more specific in some of 
its. directions. 

Farmers’ bulletin 984 has the title 
“Farm and Home Drying of Fruits 
and Vegetables,” by Joseph 8S. Cald- 
well. It contains fifty-nine pages. 
These bulletins are not new and the 
department may have yet others. - 

The primitive method of stringing 
pieces of fruits or vegetables is not a 
bad one, if we will take modern gsani- 
tary precautions. Paper bags by the 
hundred do not cost much, considering 
their serviceability, less than half a 
dollar for that number of smal! ones.
